Mrs. Rigbv declared it was she who 
last 
Tuesday 
burned 
down 
the 
country residence at Rivington neai 
Horwich, Lancashire, of Sir William 
11. Lever, causing damage estimated 
at $100 000. She further confessed tc 
being the perpetrator of .the outrage 
at the Liverpool stock exchange on 
July o when, a bomb exploded, but 
caused little damage. 


Mrs. 
.Rigby surrendered voluntarilj 
to the police. Wneh arraigned todaj 
she gloried in her achievements say- 
ing she wanted Sir William H. Level 
to consider whether his house was 
more valuable as a show pl.ace than as 
a beacon lighted for the king and the 
country to 
see women 
suffering an 
insupportable grievance. 
She told the magistrate, "I lighted 
that beacon, I also placed the explo- 
sive in the Liverpool cotton exchange 
to show how easy it is to 
procure 


them and to place 
them in public 


buildings. I might just as easily have 
blown up the Nelson monument." She 
was remanded for further hearing. 
Mrs. Edith Rigby has been a mem- 


ber of the Women's Social and Politi- 
val Union and the Militant Suffragette 
organization for many years and hat 
taken a great part in public move- 
ments to promote die welfare of wom- 
en.

times in connection with the suffrage 
movement and was on several occa 
sions released 
owing to the break-

chose the Liverpool cotton exchange 
because the cotton industry has been 
built up largely by women "labor. Mer 
chants are willing to get power and 
wealth out

of women,

nied the vote and citizenship.

the 'cat and mouse act' one 
of the 
greatest women in the land is going tc 


e done to death.

warning."

of them had fallen into his hands. He 
was about to order Smith to torture 
and death, when the plucky English 
prisoner drew from his pocket a com- 
pass and calmly proceeded to show 
Opechancanough how to use the won 
derful instrument. Then he went on 
to explain the course of the sun, moon 
and stars in such amazing fashion tBfi 
Opechancanough thought him a spirit 
So, instead of killing 
him 
(which 


would 'have crushed the Jamestown 
colony's.chances of life and have put 
back for many years the white mac's 
rulership of America), he passed him 
on to his brother Powhatan. 


Revenge for a Blow.' 


When 
Powhatan 
died. In 1618 


Opechancanough became Sagamore ol 
the thirty Virginia and Maryland 
tribes that had forme'd his brother's 
"empire." 
He also assumed Pow- 


hatau's mock title of "Emperor of the 
Indies." By this time the English had 
secured a strong grip on Virginia. 
Jamestown was a flourishing place. 
There were smaller towns and many 
rich plantation farms. Opechancanough 
foresaw that the Indians must soon be 
crowded out. Therefore he hated the 
white men. 
He had more personal 


reasons, too, for this hatred. Captain 
Argall of Jamestown, who .had kid- 
naped -his. niece, ,Pocahontas,vand had 
held h«" ,for ransom",' had also, in a 
quarrel, struck jOpVchaneanough a 
blow, with' his sword.: The 
savage 


vowed.:to.avenge:.that.blow.. And he 
kept .his oath... ]* 
' . - . . ' 


He 'managed ;to stir'up his people 


against the English and: to draw 1,500 
fierce Indian cwarrlont'to his standard. 
Then ae waited for the right moment 
to attack. A settler and one of the 
Indians had a fight. The Indian was 
slain. Opechancanough, clad for war 
and brandishing a tomahawk, rushed 
into the presence of the English, gov- 
ernor at Jamestown and demanded 
redress, ..;.His .plea, was refused. 'In 
fury he'drove his tomahawk 'clade in- 
to the wall of. the house and called 
curses down from ,heaven upon the 
English. On the Instant, however, he 
saw . that he had-vtoo -plainly shown 
his hatredi.andr-ieajlag,.lest he-.might 
have ptit the" coloifirts -on" their guard 
he said more mildly-:"- -.. 
••. 


'Forgire .me, Governor -Vyatt. 
I 


did not mean to curse all the English, 
but only the Tile-Englishman, Samuel 
Argall, who struck me and kidnaped 
Pocahontas. I love all other English- 
men, and the skies, will dpcay sooner 
than that love." 


The settlers were deceived iy such 


protestations. Sbv'when on April 1, 
1922, Opechancanotign turned loose his 
1,500. savages upon the peaceful col- 
ony-he caught the English utterly un- 
prepared. In less than an hour the 
Indians 
had killed 350 white men, 


women and children. Jamestown was 
saved by prompt measures of 'defense, 
bat the outlying settlements.were raV. 
iged with fire and steel. 


._. Goes toJWar at Afle of Ninety. 
The settlers rallted and swept the 


[ndians out of their old habitations. 
Opechancanough was forced' to flee, 
and this act of cowardice lost him 
much, .of his power among' the sav- 
ages. About 6,000 Indians had lived 
within sixty miles of Jamestown. By 
:he time the campaign was over the 
8,000 squares miles about Jamestown 
did not contain 1,000 natives. 
The 


•est were slain or captured or hac 
:aken flight. Opechancanough rallied 
his-stricken braves as best he could, 
and lor twenty years he waged an in- 
termittent warfare-: against the white 
men. All the time he secretly planned 
a mighty blow for vengeance. At last, 
in 1643, he thought his chance had 
come. He heard that there was dis- 
satisfaction among the colonists over 
the actions , of Sir William Berkeley, 
the local English 
governor. 
This 


seemed 
a 
good 
time 
to 
strike. 


Opechancanough. was then over ninety 
years old, and so feeble he could not 
open his eyes without help. Neverthe- 
less he raised a new Indian rebellion 
against the English and was carried 
along, on a litter, at the head of his 
savage forces. In April, 1644, the mas- 
sacres began. Within two days 300 
colonists were slaughtered and whole 
districts 
desolated. 
But Governor 


Berkeley, at the head of a colonial 
army, met and routed the Indians and 
captured .old Opechancanough. 


Opechancanough: :was 
taken 
to 


Jamestown. There he was placed un- 
der the charge of a white soldier. 
Opechancanbugh's 'braves' had killed 
members of this latter's .family. 
So 


the soldier, in cold" blood, shot and 
mortally wounded. the aged captive. 
As Opechancanough lay dying, with 
the 
people of Jamestown nocking 


about for a look at him, he demanded 
to see Governor; ..Berkeley. When 
Berkeley 
arrived 
Opechancanough 


glared at him from his half-blinded 
eyes, raised himself on his elbow and 
gasped: ••

"Had the fortunes ol war made you 


ay prisoner I should not have exposed 
you as a- .spectacle for the crowa to 
gape at." 


Then he fell back dnad.

Havre, France, July 16.—Jack John- 
son, the negro pugilist, arrived here 
today on board the Corinthian and im- 
mediately upon landing announced his 
determination never to return to the 
United States. He said he would in 
the future take up his residence

Paris. 


Will Forfeit Bond. 
Jack Johnson's announcement that 
be would never return to the United 
estates caused department of justice 
officials immediately to consider steps 
to bring about the torleiture or uis 
$30,000 personal bond pending in Chi- 
cago'for his appearance in connection 
with white slave 
indictments upon 
which he has not yet been tried.

a few days ago 
declined to declare the bond forfeit- 
ed until it was clear that 
Johnson 
would 
not 
appear 
when 
wanted.

tion of his announced purpose not to 
return and present-the matter again 
to Judge Carpenter.

Small Garbage Can. 
It would seem that with such ignor- 
ance, indifference or stuuidity exist- 
ing in a home, anything which I might 
say could d.o no good. But I did 
find 
voice to ask the amount of her 
hus- 


V.nnd's salary, which she told me was, 
$15 per week. Think of it! Living on! 
porterhouse steaks and throwing the 
remnants of it into the garbage can 
on $15 per week! 
"Exaggerated." I hear someone say. 
Maybe it is with the steak, but not 
with much other good food in 
small 
quantities which finds a resting place 
in ihe same spot with the meat. 


Buy small garbage cans. I once had ,. 


n woman ask me from the audience if 
I had a garbage can. I think T was giv- 
ing a lecture .on how to use all these 
leftovers easily, nuickly and with not 
more expense and time in their pre- 
paration than is required 
the 
fresh 
food, and very frequently with just 
the right seasoning are 
even better 
than when first cooked, as in salads, 


cream soups, souffles, stews, 
croqu- 
ettes and desserts but some interest 
and esthetic sense and taste must be 
exhibited to produce the finest results. 


If leftover food can be properly tak- 
en care of it is better to let a day in- 
tervene between the first and second 
serving. That makes it possible for the 
first appearance to be 
forgotten 
if 
meat is served in croquettes or stew 
and celery-in a delicious soup, or 
yolks ,of eggs into a salad dressing, or 
white of eggs into a cake, and, better 
stiil. there is a wonderful fascination 
to the experienced 
housekeeper 
in 
surveying her refrigerator 
and 
cup- 
board shelves and transforming odds 
and ends of 
unpromising • materials 
into foods pleasing to the eye and .pal.- 
ate and nourishing to the body as 
well. 


The young housekeeper will 
not 
know all these things at once, but 
she will not be different from 
many 
others, who were never so 
proud ot 
their cooking as when they were able 
to make a new dish or get up a meal 
out of what seemed^nothing to them, 
and that 
which 
might 
have 
been 
waste has turned into the best kind 
of thrift. 


Suggestions .for Remnants. 
When there are more leftover vege- 
tables than would be needed for a 
soup they may be combined in a sal- 
ad if they group best in that form. Or 
they may often be put together in a 
hot dish. The old fashioned vegetable 
hash, often served with cold corned 
beef the day after the 'boiled meal, 
may be imitated by a combination of 
potato, beet, carrot, turnip or cabbage 
or any two or three oE these common 
vegetables. Such hash may he enrich- 
ed with fat from any roast meat, or 
with that, which fries out from 
sau- 
sage or bacon while 
cookng. Thus, 
another form of leftover finds a use. 
The simplest way to 
reheat 
any 
has is to put it in a shallow pan or 
deep pie plate and bake 
brown ' in 
oven. 


No milk, sweet or sour, 
need 
be 
lost. 
It 
may 
be used 
in 
soups, 
sauces and puddings if sweet, 
and, 


it sour, in muffins and griddle cakes. 
Milk that is no longer 
sweet, 
and 
yet' not sour enough to need much 
&.oda to neutralize its acidity, may be 
used like sweet milk in baking pow- 
der doughs after dissolving a bit of 
soda in it. 
Sometimes milk treated 
with soda can be scalded 
and used 


in a 
sauce or tapioca pudding or 
other pudding. Sour cream may take 
the place of butter in doughs, or, if 
not very rich, of part of the 
butter 
and the liquid. 
It 
is also a 
useful 
addition to many salad dressings. 


Inferior butter may be melted and 
the sour milk will settle, leaving the 
clear fat on top. 
The fat will serve 


for making sauces or cakes and the 
lower portion may be combined with 
other sour milk for; griddle' cakes or 
gingerbread.

covered with reeds), add one cupful 
of sugar and four cupfuls of cold wa- 
ter. 
Cover and let stand thirty min- 


utes. 
Bring gradually to the boiling 


point and let boil 
fifteen 
minutes. 


Add one-half cup of orange juice, the 
same of lemon juice. Cool, strain anc 
dilute with crushed ice.. 


Raspberry 
Shrub—This 
delicious 


fruit sirup should be prepared in the 
raspberry season. Take three pints 
of berries, carefully looked over, put 
into an earthen jar and add two cup- 
fuls of cider vinegar; cover and let 
stand twenty-four hours,, then strain 
through double thicknesses of cheese 
cloth. Pour this strained liquor over 
three pints of fresh raspberries and 
let stand again twenty-four hours; 
strain again, add to each cupful of 
juice a half pound of sugar. 
Heat 


gradually and boil twenty minutes. 
Bottle, cork and seal. 


Ever Ready Lemonade.—Add a cup- 


ful of sugar to two cupfuls of water 
and boil together twelve minutes; add 
a third of a cup of lemon juice, cool 
and turn Into a jar. 
Keep the jar in 


the Ice chest and serve a few table- 
spoonfuls of the sirup with a few 
slices of lemon in the pitcher. 


Chocolate Milk Shake.—Melt four 


squares of unsweetened chocolate, add 
one and three-fourths cups of sugar 
and an eighth of a teaspoonful of salt; 
pour on gradually, stirring constantly, 
one and a halt cupfuls of boiling wa- 
ter. 
Boll five minutes. Cool and put 


into a jar, keep in the ice chest. For 
chocolate milk shake, add two and a 
half tablespoonfuls of the sirup, one 
egg and two-thirds of a cup of milk 
•with two tablespoonfuls of chopped 
Ice;

Chinese Chop Suey— Half a 
chicken, equal amount.salt pork, one 
large onion, one handful mushrooms, 
one stalk celery, six Chinese potatoes 
(buy 
from Chinese grocer), one bowl 
cooked rice, one small dessert dish 
Chinese sauce (use in place of salt 
and buy from Chinese grocer). 


Clean chicken and scrape meat from 
bones, cutting meat in strips one and 
one-half inches long and one-half inch 
wide. 
Cut pork the same. 
Slice 
onion thin. 
Soak mushrooms twenty 
minutes in water, then remove stems. 
Cut celery in pieces one and one-half 
inches long. Wash and slice Chinese 
potatoes (they need no cooking). 


Put chicken and pork into frying 
pan with a little salt and fry until 
fl^ne. but not brown or hard. 
Add 
sliced onion, cook a-little, then • add 
mushrooms and put enough Chinese 


sauce over to make them brown. Add 
some water and stew a few minutes. 
Add celery, then, after a minute, the 
Chinese potatoes. 
Last, add a little 
floured water and make gravy of the 
water in which above are stewed 
Put a little of the boiled rice (which 
should be dry and flakey) into a bowl 
Put on top of this the above cooked 
mixture and then pour over some of 
the gravy. 
. (2) Most of the drug stores sell an 
ink eradicate!- that is the best thing 
to use.

epncludede that the swimmers do no 
die from cramps and actual study ha 
shown, he says, that death is entirel 
due from water-choke. 


Cannot Be Cramps. 
"The greatest trouble is that a swim 


Tuer does not realize his.danger when 
he is seized with water-choke," explain 
ed 
the 
doctor. 
"The 
water-choke 
comes upon him and he tries desper 
ately to save himself, but cannot g< 
but a few feet before he sinks." 


"Now what are the symtoms of th_ 
drqwnings from so-called 'cramps.' The 
swimmer sinks suddenly. He doesn' 
call out. His companions merely mis 
him and later the body is recovered. I 
it is from cramps, then it must bt 
that his whole muscular system is af 
fected, 
including 
the 
muscles 
o 


respiration, because if the swimme 
were to have but one limb free, he 
could save himself. Medical scienci 
does not reveal a single instance when 
each muscle coulfl become powerles 
through cramps except from a poison 
Therefore, it will at once<be seen, tha 
it 
cannot 
be that 
the 
swimme: 


drowns from cramps. 


Slightest Infection Affects. 
"Now to explain water-choke. Medi 
oal science teaches us that there is a 
small space or pocket between th 
txue and false vocal cords. The cordf 
are four in 'number, two on either 
side of the air passage, and when they 
are brought together they form the 
pocket 
mentioned. 
This 
space 
is 


lined by a membrane many time more 
sensitive than the eye. The smalles 
particle of foreign 
substance,

Bridge for Traffic. 


Officials of the Northwestern rail- 
road and the Cleary-White Construc- 
tion company were deeply disappoint- 
ed this morning-for their plans for the 
opening of the new railroad bridge 
above the upper dam were frustrated 
when the .Northwestern freight .train 
number 322 was the first to cross, tlie 
structure. 
While no elaborate pro- 
gram 
had- been arranged such as 


spreading flowers before the train, the 
officials thought it would be more ap- 
propriate 
if 
the 
limited 
passenger 
train leaving Janesville at- 10:35 for 
Fond du Lac was 
the first train to 
cross the bridge. 


They 
failed 
to 'consider that a 


freight, train, number 322, operating 
from Fond du Lac to Belvidere, was 
due in Janesville just an hour earlier 
than its more aristocratic brother, the 
passenger. 
When the enginemen ar- 


rived on the east side o£ the bridge 
and the switch .was open they took 
upon themselves the honor of open- 
ing the structure for traffic. 
To make 
matters worse the train stopped and 
switched on the bridge for half an 
hour. 


Only the Northwestern half of the 
bridge has been constructed, as it was 
impossible to build the entire .bridge 
at one time because of the enormous 
amount of traffic that the two local 
roads send over the line. Work will 
be started immediately to build up 
the piers and lay the girders and stone 
slabs on the St. Paul side.

piers have already been extended to 
the line of the old span work and will 
only necessitate building them, up for 
about ten feet, the work will be fin- 
ished by the last of this month as 
specified in the contract.
